ing numbers for snow removal. 
E x ­ 
amples of the modern method of snow 
removal may be seen in a number of 
large cities. 
A tli-et of tra«-tors, sta­ 
tioned on echelon moves down the 
street, each pushing the snow nearer 
th«- curb, where an automatic loader 
picks it up ami deposits it in trucks. 


The tractors ur«* equipped with snow 
plows. 
Other 
m unicipalities, 
tud 
ai-ctis

to 
heavy snowfall*, 
have 
learned fr«)tn experi«*nee thaf failure 
to clear the streets is expensive u«*g 
ligence. 
It has b«-en impressed up«m 
them when they have found the pave­ 
ment undermined by seepage and th«* 
spring repair work 
has set in. 
It Is to the rurul districts that auto­ 
motive power has brought the promise 
of greatest relief. 
Roads no longer 
need he bin« ked in winter, and over 


mauy of them light, agile tra« t*irs may 
now I»«« seen plunging forward at top 
speed with plow equipment, cutting 
through the drifts 
The tractor oper 
at** on any roadway. 
But with the 
extent of pavement and the miles of 
graveled surface, the northern part of 
the country has discarded the theory 
that it must go on runners for tlm 
w inter. 
Horses are not so plentiful as they 
one** wen-, due to tit«* motor uge. Imt 
the tractor snow 
plow has brought 
with it a guarantee that 
the main 
roads « an be kept •. pen f«n automobile 
traffic despite heavy snowfalls.

old plows < uf a path wide enough f«»r 
sleighs and sn «Is. which were not en 
danger**«! by passing in « I«»*** quarters 
The ch arin g pnxe.xs was slow with 
horses or ox«-n 
’! he full depth of the 
snowfall usually had s«‘ttle«l over th** 
country before any clearing work was 
attempted.

Economies From Tractor 


The tractor snow plow combination 
make* such spc*-d that, If all the town 
ships 
were 
well 
equipped, 
< l< aring 
could keep pace with the snowfall 
The snow is pushed aside with power 
and ease, and two or three auiomo 
bile widths may he cleared tpilckly 
In te rcity and rural travel need not 
he blocked for any Injurious period. 
Motor bus«** ran continue carrying 
their passengers. 
The 
n< w 
system 
has 
proved 
an 
economy to northern communities am 
counties, 
it saves much man power, 
and it is «‘ffective. 
An example has 
been reported of where a light tractor 
plowed a smooth road sixteen feet 
: wide through snow from two to font 
feet deep, which had been pa< <ed hard 
enough to allow a light touring car to 
run over the surface without breaking 
through.
